MADRID, Nov. 13.—Six Fascist 
planes were shot down today in a 
reging, mass fight with govern- 
ment warcraft over Madrid. 
Two of the planes fell within 
sight of thousands of citizens in 
the streets of the capital. Four 
ethers crashed behind the in- 
surgent lines at the edge of the 
city, | 

It was the second aerial battle | 
| directly over the capital within a/| 
fortnight. Twenty-one planes, 12 of | 
| them raiders from the Fascist lines, 
|5 participated. One of the victims, | 
|an insurgent two-seater, crashed in 
| flames in the courtyard of the gov- 
ernment barracks in Rosales street. 

Three paracMutes were seen bil- 
| lowing in the sky as the planes fell, 
but the wind carried them into the 
wooded Casa Del Campo section 
west of the city. Crowds gathered 
on rooftops to watch the conflict. 

The Insurgent ships invaded the 
Madrid sky only a few hours after

Scientists Cite Pitcairn Is-. 
land Folk as Examples 
Of In-Breeding 


By STEPHEN J. McDONOUGH |

WASHINGTON, Noy. 13.—The 
men of H.M.S. Bounty who mut-| 
inied in 1789 and established a col- | 
ony in 1790 on lonely Pitcairn Is- 
land in the South Pacific have pro-| 
vided new scientific evidence that | 
close in-breeding does not | 


neces- | 
sarily cause a decline in physical 
and mental vigor of offspring | 

Dr. Harry L. Shapiro, biologist | 
who made 1n intensive study of the 
@sland and its inhabitants, has com- 
pleted a book on his findings which 
tends to disprove the popular idea 
that cousin marriages are biologic- 
ally harmful 
COMPLETE RECORDS 

Accurate and complete records of 
marriages, births and deaths have | 
been kept by the islanders almost 
from the day when Christian, 
Young, Mills, McCoy, Quintal and 
Adams and the nine Polynesian 
women who went with them from 
Tahiti, landed on Pitcairn, Dr. 
Shapiro declared 

The result is the 
record of a human experiment in 
cross mating between two races 
and the resulting close in-breeding 
through six generations which has 
ever been compiled, according to 
we oticies of the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture who re- 
viewed the material, 


most extensive 


ROBUST AND HEALTHY | 

Despite thg restricted ancestry, 
with Scoala éeuain, nephew-aunt, 
and niece-uncle marriages “the is- | 
landers are robust and healthy,” he 
declared. “Their medical record is 
good, with no evidence of degenera- 
tive diseases peculiar to them. Ab- 
normalities of physical structure are 
practically non-existent on  Pit- 
cairn.” 

While a decline in the birth rate 
in recent years might plausibly be 
age uted to the close in-breeding, | 
“Sther causes might more plausibly | 
be evoked to explain it,” he added. 


IRPRISING VIGOR 

In contradiction of popular ideas 
the in-breeding forced on the} 
islanders by circurfstances actually 
resulted in a surprising reproduc- 
tive vigor. By 1934 the six mutin- 
eers who lived long enough to have 
children had a living progeny ex- 
ceeding 800 on Pitcairn and Norfolk 
Island and an additional 200 who} 
have wandered away, Dr. Shapiro 
pointed out, terming the increase “a 
prodigious spectacle of human 
breeding.” 

(Piteairn is in mid-South Pacific | 
2.775 miles southwest of Hawaii. 
The nearest island is Tahiti, 1,400 
miles west and north)

MADRID AND NON-INTER- 
VENTION 


The flight from Madrid of its Government 
is by no means an infallible omen of the war's 


early cessation. It supports the long prevalent 
belief that victory was setting towards the 
insurgent forces. But the coveted prize may 


yet elude General Franco's grasp. The main 
obstacle to his advance has always been, not 
the hostility of the state, but the tenacious re- 


sistance of the nation’s rank and file. 

The collapse of the Government may cast 
such despair into Spanish Loyalists as to induce 
them to sue the invading hosts for compassion. 
There are two reasons why such an outcome 
is unlikely. No sudden amnesty can obliterate 
the ran passions and fierce instinct for 
persecution aroused by the prolonged struggle, 
and knowledge that defeat may mean death will 
probably in all parts of the 
country to desperate and sustained opposition to 
the rebels. Besides, the conflict has been flung 
over too wide a theatre to permit the decay of

CONFIDENCE CAN BE BUILT 

The bankers have been entirely right when 
they told us a lack of confidence was one of the 
things which caused the depression, deepened 
it, and prolonged it. But they should have told 
that to the members of parliament. There 
wasn't any use telling it to the distressed and 
deflated public, who couldn't do anything about 
it. 

With a Government guarantee against Toss 
up to fifteen per cent, the bankers are now 
ready to loan $50,000,000, $100,000,000 if 
required, to people who want to repair their 
houses, remodel and modernize them; and will 
offer the money at a discount rate of 3% per 
cent, with no fees, pickings or side-grabs added. 
Without the Government guarantees they 
wouldn't lend the money twice the rate. 
Government backing has put confidence in the 
banker's mind, where hitherto it has been 
absent, as everywhere else. 

The same end could have been accomplished 
by the same means three or four years ago, 
and the nation given the stabilizing and stimu- 
lating influence of the circulation of scores of 
millions of dollars in wages to men who needed 
employment and in the purchase of supplies 
from merchants who were struggling to keep 
their business enterprises alive. Because it 
was not done, Canadians have lost each year 
many times the $100,000,000 that may be put to 
work under the new scheme. 

Why wasn’t it done then? 
the faithless and spineless parliament of the day 
had not enough confidence to back Canada for 
a come back. All it could was tell the 
private citizen to tighten his belt and expect the 
worst was yet to come, leaving the banks to 
grab all the money they could lay hands on—

would come. Parliament had confidence in 
nothing but its own impotence.

The point to note, and to keep in mind for 
all future time, is that confidence is not self- 
generated. It can be created by action of the 
national Government, just as surely as it can be 
destroyed or postponed by inaction of the same 
agency. That will be something to remember 
when the next spasm of deflation strikes a 
panicky world a few years hence.

About four years 
ago the production of all Canadian 
lumber was 30 per cent of normal, 
but the industry, having practically 
lost its large American market as 
a result of prohibitive tariffs and 
being without other extensive con- 
nections to offset this blow, faced 
an even worse future. In fact, the 
log scale in British Columbia, a 
good guide to saw-mill operations, 
fell early in 1933 to about 10 per 
cent of 1929 Within a few months, 
however, new markets were devel- 
oped overseas, which have been cul- 
tivated so effectively as to establish 
Canadian wood firmly in Great 
Britain, the Orient, Australasia, the 
West Indies and South Africa, and 
to aid in raising the national lum- 
ber cut to 85 per cent of normal. 


Public Benefits of Mining, 


Canadian mining, now recognized 
as one of the largest, most varied 
and efficient of the world’s mineral 
industries, has continued on the 
strongly progressive course it set for 
itself long ago. In fact, it seems im- 
possible to over-stress the import- 
ance which mining has assumed in 
the economic position of Canada. In 


the acute depression, from 1929 to| 


1933, when other Canadian export- 
able products were fin 
stricted markets as to threaten our 
external credit, gold from our mines 
was available to help meet the 
country’s foreig sn debt payments 
and to finance necessary imports, 
without which the standard of liv- 
ing would have declined more than 
it did. In the last seven years nearly 
$600,000,000 of our gold has so been 
used to protect the interests of 
Canadian people. The other major 
metallic units also lent considerable 
support to our economic system, for 
most of them remained on a com- 
paratively high production basis 
when mines elsewhere were forced 
to a low scale of operations or to a 


complete shut-down, Yet in the past 


year mining progress in Canada has 
been more widespread than for- 
merly, for not only have many new 
gold properties reached the stage of 
steady and large production, but 
there has been marked recovery in 
coal and asbestos mining, which 
once were severely depressed, while 
the productive capacity of copper 
has increased, as also has that of 
nickel, one of Canada’s greatest 
contributions te the leading metal 
products of the world 
Record Mineral Production 

With this advance over practically 
the entire mineral area, the vz 
all mining production for 1936 
be about $350.000,009, which 
exceed that of 1235 by near 
000,000 and surpass by near! 
same amount the previous highest 
value, that of 1929, when, however, 
better p Ss for base metals pi 
vailed. The real significance of t 
estimated value for 1936 is that 
nearly $1,000,000 per day will have 
been contributed to the national in- 
come as this new mineral wealth is 
dispersed for mining wages, fdbdds, 
clothing, equipment and materials, 
or in taxes and dividends. Moreover, 
the industry has produced in the 
past ten years minerals valved at

The Legislature 
has not only authorized the Governe 
ment to default upon its obligations 
by a forced reduction in the rate 
of interest on its bonds, but has re- 
duced the principal and interest on 
private debt generally. Alberta bonds 
and mortgages are held not only by 
individuals and foreign investors, but 


also in provincial and municipal | 
uperannuation funds and sinking | 


funds. Alberta bonds and mortgages 
are also held by pension, benefit and 
church funds, insurance, mortgage, 
}loan and trust companies, and thou- 
sands of individuals, many resident 
in Alberta, who have interests small 
or large in any of the above organ- 
izations are thus victims of such 
legislation. 

A bank depositor, an insurance 
policy holder or a beneficiary whose 
funds have been invested by a trust 
company, in discussing debt adjust- 
ment in Alberta with a debtor, would 
probably in many cases sympathize 
with the latter, but he would view 
the situation in an entirely different 
light if it were brought home to him 
that the underlying security of his 
life insurance policy, deposit or es- 
tate was being undermined to the 
extent of the relief given the debtor, 
and that in reality these legislative 
concessions are at his own expense, 
for inevitably, when any one is re- 
lieved of a legitimate debt some one 
else must pay.

Canada's Prospects 
We in Canada should naturally
